The Middle East. 


The League of Nations’ Commission 
which was appointed last year to decide 
the future of the Mosul vilayet has left 
the Middle ast, and its award is expected 
to be published in the near future. It 
bas had a thankless task. The inhabitants 
of Iraq are among the most cunning people 
in the world, Most of them are nomads, 
unused to the strange ways of those who 
live in towns; and they have a rooted 
obiection to the payment of taxes, more 
especially of the sheep tax which has 
been levied on them by the Iraq Govern- 
ment. The League of Nations’ Commis- 
sion was invited to discover whether 
or not the people of Mosul desired to 
remain under Irag—in other words, under 
British rule. The alternative was Turkish 
rule; and a sort of informal plebiscite was 
taken among the Sheiks. The result is 
not yet known, but there is a widespread 
belief that the voting, such as it was, went 
in favour of incorporation in the Turkish 
State. “The Sheiks, apparently, are much 
incensed against the Bagdad Government, 
which, under British direction, is remark- 
abl- efficient in the matter of tax- 
gi.thering, and r my of them would prefer 
to return to the Turkish yoke, under which 
they paid no taxes of any kind. The de- 
cision of the arbitrators, however, may have 
a very serious aspect. The award of the 
Mosul vilayet to the Turks not only would 
endanger the safety of the oilfields, but 
would weaken an important link in the 
British imperial chain. Iraq, in its way, 
has become almost as vital to British 
interests as the Suez Canal. Furthermore, 
the presence of the Turks in Mosul would 
lead to constant strife with the Iraquis, who 
hate everything that is Turkish, It would 
mark the beginning of another period of 
sporadic warfare, which would destroy all 
the good work that has been done by the 
British in Mesopotamia during the last 
five or six years. 

The situation in Palestine is connected 
closely with that in Iraq. The Palestinian 
Arabs are working in intimate touch with 
their co-religionists both in Trans-Jordania 
and Iraq, and the return of the Turks to 
Mosul might have important reactions in 
the Holy Land. The bad impression which 
was made on local opinion by the visit (1 
‘the Earl of Balfour to Jerusalem has been 
neutralised very largely by the efforts of 
Mr. Amery, the Colonial Secretary, who 
at present is on a tour of the country. 
Speaking to an Arab deputation in 
Jerusalem last week, he declared that 
there was no incompatibility between Arab 
independence and the idea of a national 
home for the Jews. His speech was 
couched in the most conciliatory terms, 
while he made it perfectly clear to his 
audience that the British Government had 
no intention in any way of subordinating 
Arab ideals or Arab culture, to the ideals 
or culture of the Zionists. There is no 
doubt that an extremely difficult situation 
has arisen. With tact and statesmanship, 
however, it can be resolved in a satisfac- 
tory manner. Palestine has prospered 
under British rule. Its population, apart 
altogether from the Jews, has increased 
ve:y considerably during the last five 
years, and its inhabitants have thriven 
under the new Administration. None of 
them wants to return to Turkish rule, and, 
but for the Zionist agitation, which is very 
largely '-rtifieial, there would not be a 
more contented community in the world. 
The Turks, of course, are busily engaged 
in Palestine, as in Iraq, in an endeavour 
to bring about a revolt against the British 
efforts to recover the territories that they 
lost through the war, aná they will stop 
at nothing to achieve their aims. |

The Ban on Housing. 
The problem of providing decent dwell- 


ings for large aggregations of population 
may be solved in two ways. On the Con- 


tinent, the building of large blocks of fláts | g 


is favoured, but the Englishman loves to 
have his own roof over his family, and in 
Britain the building of suburbs of small 
houses is preferred. The best “ town-

unions, It is claimed that Lord Weir's 
system of building houses with steel 
frames, if adopted, would make possible 
the building of half a million homes in 
five yeafs, When a number of schemes 
for building iren-framed workers’ dwell- 
ings weré sanctioned as tests, the build- 
ing operatives suddenly paralysed the 
national effort by proclaiming that thoy 
would cease operations in their own field i? 
these steel houses were built. Lord 
Weir’s houses are made in standardised 
pieces in the factory, where engineering 
rates of wages are paid; and then the 
parts may be assembled and bolted together 
by unskilled labour, although hitherto un- 
employed ehgineering workers have been 
offered the work. Skilled building workers 
are needed neither in the factory nor at 
the scene of ‘erection; and at present they 
cannot cope with the enormous demand 
for their services. A court of inquiry was 
appointed By the British Ministry of 
Labour to examine the cause of the 
deadlock, and has reported. It declares 
that fears that such schemes will compete 
unduly with the building industry are 
groundless, and it condemns as un- 
reasonable the objections put forward 
by the building trade unions. It is 
hard to believe that the unions will 
maintain their sullen... opposition to 
schemes which are fraught with so much 
benefit to the nation and to the working 
class, now that an impartial committee 
has made the issue so clear. In Ireland 
we have good cause to hope that an 
amicable settlement will be reached with- 
out delay; for, if the deadlock were solved, 
and the house factories busy, our own 
housing problem would be simplified.

COMMERCE CHAMBERS’ FEARS 
FOR TOURIST TRAFFIC. 


That the tax on clothing and wearing 
apparel, proposed in Mr. Blythe's Budget 
statement, would seriously injure tourist,

The British Budget. 


Views held in the City yesterday as to 
the possibility of a reduction in income 
tax are indicated by Budget rates. The 
general expectation of sixpence off the tax 
is shown by 85 guineas per cent. premium 
to cover total loss. The City evidently 
regards the prospect of a reduction in the 
income tax of one shilling as rather 
remote, because the rate for insurance 
against total loss arising out of this con- 
tingency has fallen from 50 guineas three 
weeks ago to 30 to 40 guineas. The rates 
quoted for insurance against total Joss in 
the event of a reduction of the tobacco, 
and wine and spirit duties are 35 guineas 
in the case of tobacco, and 30 guineas in 
the case of wine and spirite. There does 
not appear to be a great deal of business 
being done in this respect. 


Relief for the Taxpayers. 


Mr. Churchill’s Budget secrets have 
been so well preserved that the forecasts 
have been framed in terms which do not 
display great confidence. Opinions may 
be roughly classified into three categorien. 
The optimists look for a reduction of a 
shilling in the income tax, while others, 
after weighing up the mentality of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, consider that 
he will make no change in that tax this 
year, but will prepare for a bold and 
spectacular Budget in 1926. In between 
these two views come the moderates, who 
are in a great majority, and anticipate 
a reduction of sixpence in the income tax 
and, perhaps, one or two other concessions 
which will be made possible by the tapping 
of some new sources of revenue. If new 
import duties are introduced they are ex- 
pected to be applicable to articles of the 
luxury description; and cinemato- 
graph films may figure in the list. - 


The Government's Plans. 


The Prime Minister's announcement of 
his intention to speed up industrial reforms 
in the coming session will be received with 
great satisfaction by his followers; for 
there is a keen desire in the Conservative 
ranks that the Government should reveal 
to the eléttorate that it means to arry 
ov; its promises. The chief plans for the 
session are of a social and industrial 
nature, and much attention will be de- 
voted to insurance unemployment and the 
use of the “dole.” Some of the statements 
mado in this connection are a little pre- 
mature, particularly those in regard to 
» sions for widows and a comprehensive 
scheme of “all in” insurance. The 
a‘vuarial basis of these propositions has 
not as yet been thoroughly explored, 
though some broad conclusions have been 
drawn. It probably will be found that, 
when these schemes are brought forward, 
they will be of a contributory character.

It has been stated repeatedly for months 
past that only the holders of the 91.700 
tickets vhich has been is.ied for the Cup 
Cel would e admitted to the Stadium. 
but large crowds thronged to Wembley 
expecting to be able to securo admission 
by paying st the gates. It is estimated 
that travellers by the football excursions 
numbered 120,000, or 28,300 more than 
could have been accommodated in the en- 
closure. Not all of this number tried to 
see the match ; for many people took ad- 
vantage of the cheap fares to pay a visit 
to town, but quite a good proportion of 
the surplus went to Wembley on the off 
chance of getting in, and they were rein- 
forced by many visitors from places which 
which were not served by organised ex- 
cursions.

Tres important decrees have been issued 
by the Moscbw Central Executive Com- 
mittee, which affect private trade in 


Russia. 


The first permits the peasants to sell 
their produce in the city markets, free cf 
all taxes, a measure apparently to induce 
the supply of more food into the cities, 
where the price of bread is rapidly in- 
ereasing, despite the huge imports of 
foreign flour. 

The second decree legalises the establish- 
ment of small factories and workshops, 
provided the number of employés is under 
twenty. Factories employing over twenty 
and under two hundred employés must 
obtain permits from District Soviets, and 
those employing over two hundred must 
apply to the Concessions Commission. 

‘The third decree permits. farmers to 
employ help, abolishes the eight-hour day 
for farm labourers, and permits the farmer 
to exchange labour with other farmers. 

The Communist daily newspaper pub- 
lishes reports from Southern Ukraine and 
Odessa districts, where it declares four 
million peasants are without bread. All 
the seed grain given to them by the 
Government has been eaten, and at present 
they are eating the bark from trees. More 
than a thousand deaths from famine are 


reported during the past month.

the last three years we have reduced direct 
taxation by nearly half that sum.

An item in the Budget, of which there 
is no uncertainty, is that which will give 
effect to the resolutions of the Imperial 
Economic Conference of 1923, which will 
involve reductions of duties on Empire figs, 
raisins, plums, currants, tobacco, wines and 
sugar. 

All other considerations fade before the 
expectation of a reduction in income tax. 
Certain quarters are becoming shaky on 
the shilling, and inclining to anticipate 
only sixpence, but the balance of opinion 
still believes in the shilling on the ground 
that it would be worth taking a risk in 
order to produce a stimulus which would 
be seen in increased employment, larger 
business enterprise, and compensating re- 
bound of revenue. 

TRADE REVIVAL. 

There is no need to cater for votes in 
this Budget, as the Government is in a 
strong and secure position, but it is con- 
fidently believed that the remission of a 
shilling in income tax may be granted, not 
only because of its importance, but also 
because Mr. Churchill will naturally be 
desirous. of marking his reign at the 
Treasury with a boon for the whole nation.
